The direct primary was supposed to eliminate the 
evils of the system of nominating candidates In party 
conventions. Unfortunately, It Introduced its own set 
of evils, most of which will be demonstrated vividly 
between now and May 12, when the primary race 
will be over. 


DON’T BE RIDICULOUS 
Two things are plain a week after Germany's de­ 
fiant military reoccupation of the Rhineland. France 
does not see why it should permit the Nazi govern­ 
ment to get away with so bold a gesture, and the 
Nazi government does not see how France Is going to 
6<f anything about it. 
Chancellor Hitler may not 
have chosen the safest way to gain his point, but he 
has chosen the most direct way. 
The excitement which followed announcement of 
the reoccujxition has subsided partially. There has 
been no outbreak of hostilities, which was a serious 
possibility for at least three days immediately after 
Germany's gesture of defiance. In an atmosphere of 
comparative calm the governments of Europe will try 
to decide now what to do about a new factor in their 
International problem. 
They will not consider conciliation, at least not 
openly. It may be depended upon that they will de­ 
vise some method of rebuking the Nazi government 
and the German population. TTvat ls the traditional 
course to choose, the course which lias led to military 
conflict before and which probably will lead to mili­ 
tary conflict again. Conciliation would entail swal­ 
lowing pride and statesmen dare not do it. 
Nevertheless, it is probable that conciliation could 
and would enable Europe to avert war for an Indefi­ 
nite period of time. For one thing it would rob the 
Nazi government of the claim that it is protecting 
Germany from persecution. 
By conciliation France 
could go over the head of Chancellor Hitler to the 
heart of Germany. 
But conciliation would not be 
nationalistic and strong; it would be pacific and weak. 
European statesmen would not dare to think of any­ 
thing so ridiculous.
